OLD CITY MUSEUMS. 


Baltimore Had One Similar to the 
Boston Landmark. 


soston is lamenting the sad decree which 
commands that the old Boston Musenia, fer 
so many years the popular theater there, 
be torn down, and already a poplar snub 
scription to save it is talked of. ‘Vhe Bos 
ton Museum is very moch like what the 
Baltimore Museum was to Baltimere many 
Years ago—a playhouse which even the 
most scrupulous might enter without a 
wound to conscience. The word museum 
covered a multitude of things—not only the 
birds and animals, the waxworks and the 
curiosities, but also the dramatie perform 
ances later, after all the wonders had been 
seen. The main purpose in visiting the 
museum was to witness the theatrical per 
formance, although many people thought it 
was only to see the curiosities. After the 
curiosities they merely stepped into the 
theater to rest for a few minutes, and 
rested usually an hour or two, or until the 
eurtain feli. These museums were estab- 
lished in the large cities at a time when 
many persons serupled about attending a 
theater. There was one in New York 
Rarnum’s—and one in Philadelphia. The 
Baltimore Museum is ta'ked of as if it be 
longed to Colonial times, whereas it existed 
just hefore the Baltimore and Ohio Build 
ing was put in its place, which was not so 
very long ago. There are many who re 
member it in the last sad days of its deear 
and the rather disreputable estate into 
which it had fallen. It was the Canter 
bury Music Hall, with its wretched band 
playing every evening on the second-story 
haleony in front, and the variety perform- 
ance given within. 

Before that were the classie days. when 
Joseph Jefferson and John E. Owens and 
Mrs. 1. P. Rowers, and manv other famous 
people, acted there. Mr. Jefferson has told 
how the thoucht of the dangers of fire kept 
him awake at night. The performances, it 
must he remembered. were given ahove 
stairs. and the stairway was frightfully 
narrow and dangerous. A fire or a panie 
would have been death to all assembled 
The whole structure was painfully tiny and 
contracted, the stage cne of the smallest 
ever seen. Yet the theatrical memoirs tell 
of the excellent performances given here, 
and of the many good actors seen on the 
boards. Mr. Owens was the manager for 
a number of years, and every night the 
little theater was crowded. He was to the 
Raltimore Museum what William Warren 
was to the one about to be destroyed in 
ee and first achieved his reputation 
ere.

And Many Injured in a Wreck of the 
Sells & Downs Circus Train. 


The Sells-Downs Cireus train was struck 
by a freight train at Chocataw, Okla., early 
in the morning of Sept. 20, and the two 
rear cars were completely demolished. Two 
of the sleeping occupants, attaches of the 
show, were killed outright and a score of 
others injured more or less seriously. 


The circus train was standing on the 
midain track, when the through freight 
struck it while going at full speed. The 


engine of the freight train crushed the rear 
end car of the circus train and telescoped 
the second car. The iniured were removed 
to Choctaw City Hospital in amulances for 
treatment, and it is feared that several 
other deaths will result from the catas- 
trophy. The names of the dead and injured 
have not yet been reported. 


FATAL ENCOUNTER. 


Quarrel Between Two Troopers Re- 
sults in Death of One of the 
Participants. 


Just after the close of the afternoon per- 
formance of Buffalo Bill's Wild West Show 
at Oakland, Cal., Sept. 6, an encounter oc- 
eurred in the show tent which resulted fa- 
tally for one of the participants. Edward 
Kolley and Charles F. Hunt, canvasmen, 
employed with the show, were the bellig- 
erents, and the former lay unconscious at 
the Emergency Hospital until he died. 
Hunt was immediateiy placed under ar- 
rest. Hunt and Kolley have been traveling 
with the show for some time, and were on 
friendly terms. In the quarrel Kolley at- 
tempted to strike his working partner. 
Hunt took up a heavy four-foot, iron-ringed 
tent-stake and dealt him a terific blow on 
the head, fracturing his skull. Hunt claims 
that he «struck Kolley to defend himself 
from the latter's attack.

Hlorse Show Club” under canvas were all 
the ideas of Dr. Gray. The example of this 
Horse Show proves to committeethen the 
value of engaging experienced, practical 
men to attend to all of the details. As a 
role, committeemen are business men who 
are occupied with commercial, social and 
domestic duties, and have not time or 
knowledge or experience in covering the 
OL necessary small details that make a 
show a solid success. For example, circuses 
cueh as Ringling Bros. and Buffalo Bill, 
that showed there, had men of experience, 
like James Jay Brady, John R. Burk, Dex- 
ter Fellows, and others, to attend to the 
details of these gigantic institutions, who 
have earned their laurels for years in the 
different capacities in which they have been 
so successtul.

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CROP REPORT. 

Following is the weekly summarry ot crop 
conditions issued by the Agricultural De- 
jeirthnvent: 

The week was unusually cool throughout 
all districts east of the Rocky Mountaius, 
more particularly in the lake region, cen- 
tral valleys and Gulf States, with a general 
absence of rain, or only light precipitation 
in the greater part of the area west of the 
Mississippi River, although heavy rains oe- 
eurred inj portions of Arkansas and Louisi- 
ae. Needed rains fell in the Ohio Valley, 

ike region and Middle and South Atlantic 
States, effectually relieving the drouth con- 
ditions in those districts. More or less 
damaging frosts occurred on the 12th, 13th 
and Vth throughout the northwest, central 
valleys and lake region, and as far south 
aus Arkansas and the northern portions of 
Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia. The 
North Pacitie Coast States continue to need 
rain, but in other respects the conditions 
on the Pacitie Coast were favorable. Late 
corn has been seriously damaged by heavy 
frosts over the. northern portion of the corn 
belt, more especially to the westward of the 
Mississippi River. Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri and Kansas escaped injury, ex- 
cept in the northern portions, where late 
corn Was damaged. In lowa, Northern Ne- 
braska, the Dakotas, Minnesota and Wis- 
cousin early corn has been seriously dam- 


aged. it is estimated that more than one- 
half of the erop in Towa and South Da- 
kota was too far advanced to be seriously 
hurt, bat the bulk of the remainder has 


been badly damaged. 

Much corn has been cut over the southern 
portion of the corn belt, where a fine crop 
assured. 

The weather conditions have been favor- 
abie for threshing spring wheat throughout 
the principal spring wheat States, except 
in North Dakota, where high winds have 
interrupted this work to some extent. 

The very cool weather has checked 
opening of cotton in the central 
ern portions of the cotton region. Picking 
has, however, advanced rapidly generally 
throughout the belt, and a rule, under 
favorable conditions, although pickers have 
been inadequate in some States. Over the 
southern portion of the cotton belt the bulk 
of the crop has been gathered, and in some 
sections many tields are already abandoned. 
Rains have caused damage in open cotton 
in portions of Arkansas, Louisiana, Georgia, 
Florida and South Carolina. 

Tobaceo has been injured to some extent 
by frosts in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
About one-third of the crop remains in the 
field in Kentucky, but in other important 
tobacco States cutting and housing have 
been largely finished. 

Some improvement in the condition of ap- 
ples is reported from Ohio and Illinois. A 
xood crop is promised in Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Missouri and portions of Kansas, but 
in Indiana and generally through the Mid- 
die Atlantic States a very light yield is in- 
dicated. In New York and New England 
apples have been injured by high winds. 

The progress made with plowing for fall 
gv has been very satisfactory through-

winter wheat has been sown in Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. This work has,

INDUSTRIAL REPORT. 

The general outlook of industrial condi- 
tions is even brighter this week than for- 
merly, as manufacturers throughout the 
country who have been handicapped more 
or less by the scarcity of coal and coke now 
report the prospect ameliorated. 

According to the reports received from 
coal companies, some of them official, the 
output of coal at the mines in the Wyoming 
region is on the inefease. At the office of 
the Lehigh Valley Coal Company on Sept. 
18 it was stated that the output of the four 
collieries and one washery was some 2,400 


tons for that day. Moreover, the output is 
expected to increase. It is learned that 
seventy-one cars of good coal were hoisted 
at the Maltby mine Sept. 17. 

It announced, but not officially, that 
the Delaware & Hudson Company placed 
1,100 tons of coal on the cars at their No. 2 
breaker, Plymouth, Sept. 17, and this coal 
was shipped to the headquarters at Hudson, 
whence it was reshipped to various points 
in the East. It was coal of the very best 
quality.

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CROP REPORT. 

Following is the weekly summarry of crop 
conditions issued by the Agricultural De- 
parthvent: 

The week was unusually cool throughout 
all districts east of the Rocky Mountains, 
more particularly in the lake region, cen- 
tral valleys and Gulf States, with a general 
absence of rain, or only light precipitation 
in the greater part of the area west of the 
Mississippi River, although heavy rains oe- 
eurred in portions of Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana. Needed rains fell in the Ohio Valley, 
lake region and Middle and South Atlantic 
States, effectually relieving the drouth con- 
ditions in those districts. More or less 
dumaging frosts occurred on the 12th, 13tb 
and Mth throughout the northwest, central 
valleys and lake region, and as far south 
us Arksausas and the northern portions of 
Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia. The 
North Pacilie Coast States continue to need 
rain, bnt in other respects the conditions 
on the Pacine Coast were favorable. Late 
corm has been seriously damaged by heavy 
frosts over the. northern portion of the corn 
belt, more especially to the westward of the 
Mississippi River. Ohio, Indiana, Hlinois, 
Missouri and Kansas escaped injury, ex- 
cept in the northern portions, where late 
corn Was damaged. In lowa, Northern Ne- 
braska, the Dakotas, Minnesota and Wis- 
consin early corn has been seriously dam- 
aged. It is estimated that more than one- 
half of the crop in Iowa and South Da- 
kota was too far advanced to be seriously 
hurt, but the bulk of the remainder has 
been badly damaged. 

Much corn has been cut over the southern 
portion of the corn belt, where a fine crop 
is assured. ; 

The weather conditions have been favor- 
able for threshing spring wheat throughout 
the principal spring wheat States, except 
in North Dakota, where high winds have 
interrupted this work to some extent. 

The very cool weather has checked the 
opening of cotton in the central and west- 
ern portions of the cotton region. Picking 
has, however, advanced rapidly generally 
throughout the belt, and as a rule, under 
tuverable conditions, although pickers have 
been inadequate in some States. Over the 
southern portion of the cotton belt the bulk 
of the crop has been gathered, and intsome 
sections many fields are already abandoned. 
Rains have caused damage in open cotton 
in portions of Arkansas, Louisiana, Georgia, 
Florida and South Carolina. 

Tobacco has been injured to some extent 
by frosts in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
About one-third of the crop remains in the 
field in Kentucky, but in other important 
tobacco States cutting and housing have 
been largely finished, 

Some improvement in the condition of ap- 
ples is reported from Ohio and Illinois. A 
xood crop is promised in Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Missouri and portions of Kansas, but 
in Indiana and generally through the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States a very light yield is in- 
dicated. In New York and New England 
apples have been injured by high winds. 

The progress made with plowing for fall 
seeding has been very satisfactory through 
out the central valleys, and considerable 
winter wheat has been sown in Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. This work has, 
however, been mnch delayed in the interior 
portions of the Middle Atlantic States, and 
in parts of Tennessee, Oklahoma and Ne 
braska, 


INDUSTRIAL REPORT. 

The general outlook of industrial condi- 
tions is even brighter this week than for- 
merly, as manufacturers throughout the 
country who have been handicapped more 
or less by the scarcity of coal and coke now 
report the prospect ameliorated. 

According to the reports received from 
coal companies, some of them official, the 
output of coal at the mines in the Wyoming 
region is on the inefease. At the office of 
the Lehigh Valley Coal Company on Sept. 
18 it was stated that the output of the four 
collieries and one washery was some 2,400 


tons for that day. Moreover, the output is 
expected to increase. It is learned that 
seventy-one cars of good coal were hoisted 
at the Maltby mine Sept. 17. 

It is announced, but not officially, that 
the Delaware & Hudson Company placed 
1,100 tons of coal on the cars at their No. 2 
breaker, Plymouth, Sept. 17, and this coal 
was shipped to the headquarters at Hudson, 
whence it was reshipped to various points 
in the East. It was coal of the very best 
quality. 

Serious strikes outside of the anthracite 
regions seem to be an event of the past, 


and with the chimneys all smoking and 
j Inoney circulating freely the coming season 
promises big things.

“One dves not often find a story which 
seems to come in the classification of Edgar 
Allen Poe’s best work. Yet one might be 
tempted to ask such a place for “The Ca- 
nonie Curse,’ which Arthur E. McFarlane 
contributes to The Cosmopolitan for Sep- 
tember.’* 

Perhaps the most 
discovery made in a long time—so far at 
least as its wonderful possibilities are con- 
cerned—is that of radium. Apparently this 
substance has from the beginning been giv- 
ing off particles at the rate of sixty or 
ninety thousand miles per second, without 
diminution of its own force—and will -con- 
tinne to do so forever. It supplies light 
without heat. A ray of this light conducts 
electricity. It converts oxygen into ozone 
and colors glass permanently brown. These 
are only a few of the properties of this re- 
markable substance. In The Cosmopolitan 
for September a brief article is published 
under the title, “A New Field for Specula- 
tion,” and announcement is made of a 
prize of three hundred dollars for the best 
paper on this subject.
